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Regarding The Lock-Out’ 


Because of confusion in the 
minds of some people regarding 
the LOCKOUT of the County 
Road Commission employees, the 
officers of local 365, SCMWA, are 
issuing the following statement. 
All that is wanted is a fair hear- 
ing of this issue. The picket line 
was withdrawn because we have 
been assured of a special meet- 
ing of the Supervisors for the 
purpose of investigating the fir- 
ing of these men without cause. 

THE QUESTION: Were the 
Road Commission employees who 
were given “unconditional re- 
lease” April 30th, “no good”? 

_. THE FACTS: Of the seven em- 
pioyees let out April 30:h, the 
youngest in point of seniority had 
worked for the Road Commission 
seven years; the oldest had been 
employed thirtcon years. Ac-
